Through this arrangement most employees did stay a full two 
years. However, in case the family failed to adjust well to the situation, 
or for any other good reason, It was possible for them to leave at the end 

of eighteen months without any stigma attached. 

3. I thick that we ought to glee serious consideration to this sug- 
gestion and perhaps deal with It in our reply to the Inspector General.
